And this was no 
night to sleep; so Echols got

cord march. Twenty-eight 
miles over mountain roads in 
twenty four hours is making 
good time for the first day 
out. But when they came back 
that same night they made it 
in eleven hours. These moun¬ 
tain troops had marched fifty- 
six miles in forty-two hours 
and wasted seven hours in 
fighting a battle.
